A long bitter hearing 
followed. Thomas was 
found innocent and was 
voted in as judge by the 
Senate.

former governor Edwin 
Edwards made the 
gubernatorial run-off. After 
a month of hard and bitter 
campaigning, Edwards 
came out the strong 
leader, and once again 
became governor. Duke 
went on to run for 
President of the United 
Stores. 

In the Soviet Union, the 
leaders of the Baltic Stares 
began a fight for their 
independence. This led to a 
coup formation against 
Mikhail Gorbachev. He and 


his family were held captive 
while the military 
discouraged the stares' 
revolts. Bur the Baltic Stares 
of Lithuania, Estonia, and 
Latvia gained their freedom 
and became independent 
countries as the coup was 
dissolved. These activities 
encouraged the change in 
the USSR* to a democratic 
republic. At midnight 
December 31, the USSR, 
was dissolved, becoming a 
commonwealth of 
republics.
